Anxious Subjects of King Edward 
Focus Attention on Duke of York 


Many See in Heir Presumptive Antithesis, in Many Re- 
spects, of the Present Gay Monarch; Duke 
Voted $625,000 a Year. 


By The Associated Press. 

Anxious subjects of King Edward 
VIII, pondering the fate of the crown 
should the strong-willed monarch ab- 
dicate over “the affaire Simpson,” 
last (Wednesday) night focused their 
attention on the heir presumptive, the 
slim and studious Duke of York. 

The say in the second son of King 
George and Queen Mary the antithe- 
yis, in many respects, of the gay and 
individualistic Edward. 

King Edward, when Prince of 
Wales, once declared that “Bertie,” 
as he calls the duke, would make a 
better king than himself. 

The duke is recognized by the Brit- 
ish as a reticent, family man, who 
married for Jove rather than for rea- 
sons of state—a man deeply fond of 
his two daughters. 

When he became heir presumptive 
to the throne after the death of King 
government voted him 
$625,000 a year to live on, but he has 
never been noted for lavish entertain- 
ing or for desires to live luxuriously. 

His duchess, the former Lady Eliz- 
abeth Bowes-Lyons, of the ancient 
Scottish Strathmore line, was not be- 
lieved to have brought him much of 
a dowry, but the popular conception 
of the match was that Cupid rather 
than the state had arranged it. 

The duchess as a Strathmore lived 
in Glamis Castle in Scotland, a des- 
cendant of MacBeth. 

They were married in 1923 and 
have two daughters, the Princess 
Elizabeth, second in line of succes- 
sion, and the Princess Margaret Rose, 
third in succession. 


Turning back history’s pages for 
precedent, Englishmen find that the 
duke would not be the first of his 
title to ascend the throne of the Brit- 
ish empire. 7 

Five of his predecessors have held 
the sceptre: Edward IV, Henry VIII, 
Charles I, James II and George V, 
the present duke’s father. 

Shy and. home-loving, the Duke of 
York, 18 months King Edward’s jun- 
ior, is generally liked by the British 
people. 

He is immensely serious about ev- 
erything he undertakes and has re- 
markably diverse interests. 

He is fond of knitting, wielding a 
pick, sailing, operating linoty ma- 
chines and once proved he could cast 
iron plates in a smelting factory. 

He enjoys the cinema, detective 
stories, the harp playing of his wife, 
and hunting. 

His shyness is partially caused by 
an impediment of speech which he 
overcame in later years by diligent 
exercises. 

Englishmen will tell of one of his 
most likeable, though inadvertent, 
acts when in 1925 he opened the 
Wembly Exposition in London. 

Standing before a battery of mi- 
crophones, his voice carried but a 
few feet. Turning to a friend on the 
platform, he said, just as the elec- 
tricians turned on the amplifying cur-

Within the past fortnight the sit- 
uation at the palace and between 
the palace and the cabinet has grown 
by the day and by the hour more 
strained. 

The “old guard,” which three or 
four weeks ago seemed likely to con- 
tent itself ultimately with a decent 
compromise, has issued its challenge 
to the king, and, according to pres- 
ent indications, the challenge is go- 
ing to be accepted. 

The position is as follows: The 
Archbishop of» Canterbury has 
threatened to refuse the king ‘“com- 
munion of the church” #% the king 
announces his intention to marry his 
friend, Mrs. Simpson. (All of Lon- 
don is quoting: the !:ing’s classic re- 
ply to the archbishop: “Please re- 
member that I am the head of your 
organization.’ ) ‘ 

Mister Baldwin has threatened to 
resign in the same circumstances and 
has put about a story to the effect 


he could actually prevent anyone else | 


from forming a government—thus, 
it is suggested, “forcing’’ the .abdi- 
cation of the king. (All of London 
is quoting the king’s alleged reply: 
“If you go on in this way I just 
shan't come to your coronation.” 

Opponents of the marriage have 
secured—or say they have secured— 
an “expression of view” from the 
White House, allegedly declaring the 
opposition of the American govern- 
ment to the union, and a good deal 
of play is being made with this. 

It is clear that a constitutional 
crisis of the first order is now vir- 
tually unavoidable unless the king, 
at the last moment, is prepared to 
accept the dictation which the old

It is highly improbable that he 
will do so or that he will refrain 
from using all the constitutional 
means at his command to meet the 
enbinet threat presented to him by 
Baldwing, 

It isvof course impossible—we 
have not reliable information on the 
subjiect—to tell whether Baldwin 
really has secured from certain other 
politica) leaders a promise to cCo- 
operate with him in this attempted 
pressure on the king by refusing to 
form a government if and when Bald- 
win resigns. 

We very much doubt, however, 
whether any such agreement would 
prove comprehensive or at all inclu- 
sive in any case. 

It is by no means certain that in 
a general election fought out on this 
issue that Baldwin would neces- 
sarily emerge victorious. 

The anxieties and the objectives

“TRINIDAD 


Island Scattered OverWorld 


“The island that’s scattered all 


over the world,” is one way of de- 
scribing Trinidad, Britain’s emerald 
isle of the Caribbean, where Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, on the cruiser In- 
dianapolis, made his first stop on the 
way to the Inter-American conference 
in Buenos Aires. 

It is almost literally true that 
Trinidad, or pieces of it, are scattered 
all over the world—in the form of as- 
phalt from its never-failing lake of 
pitch, which has paved many a high- 
way and etreet in the United States, 
Great Britain and other countries, 
says a bulletin from the National Ge- 
ographic Society. 

A Piece of India. 


But the asphalt lake is only one 
of the features of this tiny tropical 
island, which stands almost squarely 
on top of South America, like a minia- 
ture dot on an enormous “I.” Though 
Trinidad is half a world away from 
India, nearly one-third of ites people 
are East Indians, brought there in 
the last century as plantation work- 
ers to replace the freed negro slaves. 


So Trinidad is in part a little piece 
of India, with bare-legged, turbaned 
men, women with silver nose-rings and 
bracelets, sacred cows and Hindu 
temples. Should Columbus discover 
the island today instead of in 1498, 
he would be even more convinced that 
he really had found India! In Trin- 
idad, too, lives a small tribe of West 
Indians, believed to be the last sur- 
vivors of the Carib tribes who once 
inhabited all the Caribbean sea region 
which was named after them. 


The Hindus and Caribs, however, are 
only two of the many races which 
make Port-of-Spain, the capital, where 
the President’s cruiser touched one 
of the most cosmopolitan and polyglot 
cities of the world. There also are 
negroes, mulattoes of every shade, 
Venezuelans from the near-by main- 


‘land, Chinese, Spaniards, Frenchmen, 


Englishmen, and Americans. 


Size of Long Island. 
Not more than astone’s throw from 


ithe Venezuelan coast, just north of 


the mouth of the mighty river, Ori- 
noco, Trinidad. probably once was part 
of the mainland of South America. 
Three mountain peaks, rising from one 
of its low ranges, sighted by Colum- 
bus on his third voyage, gave the 
island its name, Spanish for “Trini- 
ty.’ The island is only a little lar- 
ger than Long Island, N. Y., and its 
estimated population of 432,058 is 
somewhat more than that of Newark, 
N. J. Part of Trinidad’s territory 
also is tiny near-by Tobago, thought 
by some to be the original ‘Robinson 
Crusoe Island.” 


Southernmost of the chain of Brit- 
ish and French islands that form the 
eastern boundary of the Caribbean 
sea, Trinidad has been under the Eng- 
ish flag since 1797, when British 
troops landed there during a British 
war with Spain. Earlier, in 1595, 
an expedition under Sir Walter Ra- 


leigh invaded the island and burned 


the capital. 


Known to the Indians as The Land 
of the Humming Birds, Trinidad is a 


| tropical paradise of well-drained low- | 


lands, rolling hills and low mountains, 
with heavy forests covering large 
About half its area is under 
cultivation. The s6oil is fertile and the 
trade winds modify its tropical cli- 
mate. 


In sharp contrast is the lake of 
pitch which has made the island 
world-famous. Circular in shape, and 


'more than 100 acres in area, it is 


known to the natives as the “Devil's 
Cauldrow.” Men can walk on its sur- 
face so long as they keep moving, but 
a man or object standing too long in 
one spot will begin to sink. A minia- 
ture railroad track is laid out on the 
lake and small cars Operating on it 
haul the excavated lumps of asphalt 
to shore. Every few days the track 
begins to sink and must be raised 
and relocated. 


One of Hottest Spots. 


Because the pitch absorbs the sun’s 
heat, the lake is one of the hottest

In fact I have found many eating 
establishments where there is a rule 
that no man or woman, declar- 
ing they are hungry and _ penniless, 
shall be turned away unfed. ‘Thus 
private generosity is doing, in many 
instances, through the restaurant

There is no medicine or treatment 
to cure or mitigate hangover, although 
science has made faithful efforts to 
in human form have marketed various 
discover such a boon, and many fiends 
kinds of fizzing salts and wafers for 
which blase claims of miraculous 
powers were made. It is a terrible 
thing. indeed, thus to improve on the 
hopes of suffering victims, but they do 
it, nevertheless, and there you have 
another instance of man’s inhumanity 
to man. Some people think a raw 
egg in a cup of Worcestershire sauce 
gives relief, but they are just crazy, 
because the net result is a cold, 
clammy moisture on the forehead. 
Others have a wan faith in canned 
tomatoes, but they don’t do any good, 
either. Finally, there is the hair of 
the dog that bit you. but that only 
deadens the pain and postpones the 
suffering, because eventually that al- 
cohol, too, must be eliminated from 
the brain. -

may be mild or 
awful, brief or prolonged, according 
to the amount of alcohol absorbed. 
For some curious reason, which 
science has not discovered, certain 
beverages and cpmbinations of them 
produce distinctive types of hangover. 
Beer, for example, causes a_ dull, 
tenacious misery, but beer and cham- 
pagne result in sharp, uncontrollable 
twitches and a sense of detachment 
from one’s body. Champagne, in ex- 
cess, gives the subject a feeling that 
his scalp is flopping around like an 
old cap several sizes too large, and 
the brandy victim sometimes has an 
alarming sense that he has died and 
mustn’t move the body until the coro- 
ner has been there.

In a previous talk we pointed out 
that both underweight young adults 
and overweight adults of mature age 
(over 35) 
pneumonia and less capable of recov- 
ering from the illness than are nor 
mal persons. 

Underweight and overweight, how- 
ever, are by no means the only indi- 
cations of faulty nutrition or nutri- 
tional deficiency. Perhaps the great 
majority of individuals who suffer 
from nutritional disorders, whether 
in mild, latent functional degree or 
as a clearly defined nutritional dis- 
ease presenting characteristic organic 
changes, are neither underweight nor 
overweight. 


From experimental observation or 
study, animal feeding experiments, in- 
vestigators have inferred that short- 
age of vitamin A in the daily food 


may be accountable for increased gus- 


cogtney to or rather failure to de- 
velop sufficient immunity from the 
cri. In case you haven’t heard, the 
cri {kree) means any respiratory in- 
fection before its specific nature can 
be diagnosed, that is, ia the stage 
when ignorant and vicious folk indis- 
criminately peddle the infection amon 
all who come 
spray range, the while they try to ex- 
cuse themselves for the crime by pre- 
tending it is “just a slight cold.” 

_ Although I have been eagerly seek- 
ing practical evidence that vitamin A 
in adequate amount helps to maintain 
good Immunity againet respiratory 
infection, I am bound to admit I have 
not yet found any convincing evi- 
dence, and I am beginning to doubt 
whether deficiency of vitamin A oc- 
curs at all in this country. although 
I know deficiency of vitamins B. G, 
C and D are quite common even if 
not recognized or diagnosed or sus- 
pected by the physician. So many 
common foods in the form or condi- 
tion usually ingested contain vitamin 
A that it seems unlikely that any one 
should get insuffiicent vitamin A, un- 
less hia diet is extraordinarily restrict- 
ed. A six months’ old infant gets a 
thousand units of vitamin A in a 
quart of milk. Yolk of egx, banana, 
spinach, butter or cream, etc., supply 
additional vitamin A. Tomato juice. 
fresh or factory (vacuum process) 
canned, supplies about the same 
amount of vitamin C as orange juice 
and about six or seven times as much 
A as does orange juice. 

I believe shortage of vitamin D 
which is almost universal] in infancy 
and probably far more frequent in 
childhood and adoles*ence than has 
been recognized in the past. may 
the vitamin factor which is concerned 
in immunity to the cri. A teaspoon- 
ful of fish liver oil contains 300 nnits 
of vitamin D and 2.000 units of vita- 
min A. Perhaps this fact accounts 
for inaccurate inferences from the 
use of fish liver oils for the preven- 
tion of and treatment of respiratory 
infections. In practice there is more 
convincing evidence of the valne of 
vitamin D. for this purpose. I should 
advise vitamin D instead of vitamin 
A for any one who is unduly sus- 
ceptible to respiratory infection.

Thirteen hundred workers at the Ot- 
tawa, Ill., plant of the Libbey-Owens- 
Ford Glass Company joined 6,000 em- 
ployes of the Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
Company in a strike Wednesday which 
may seriously affect automobile pro- 
duction. 

The two concerns produce approxi- 
mately 90 per cent of the country’s 
plate glass. August Scholle, president 
of the Glass Workers’.Union at To- 
ledo, Ohio, where Libbey-Owens has 
about 3.200 employes, hurried to Pitts- 
burgh ‘to confer with union leaders. 

The Ottawa workers” refused to 
start work on a $4.000,000 Chrysler 
Motor order, charging officials had 
shifted the order from Pittsburgh in 
an effort to defeat the strike there. 
Union recognition is the basis of the 
dispute.

Text of Address 
At Justo Luncheon 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 2.—(AP) 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
remarks at his luncheon to Presi- 
dent Justo at Buenos Aires today 
follows: 

An otherwise very delightful occa- 
sion makes me quite sad _ because 
within two hours I shall.-be going 
away and I am very, very sorry 
that I have to go away because I 
cannot imagine a more delightful 
three days than I have had here 
and yet, Mr. President, I do not feel 
as if I know Argentina yet because 
to come only to Buenos Aires is to 
know only a part of this great na- 
tion. 

One hundred and six years ago my 
grandfather came to Argentina. It 
has taken me more than a century 
to follow in his footsteps and I am 
very certain that if I live it will not 
be another century before I come 
back. There is one matter which I 
would like to take this opportunity 
of saying and because it is a matter 
that affects both of our nations, I 
might say an official matter, I will 
read a very short statement. 

Kivery nation has the right and the 
duty to adopt such measures as may 
be necessary in the interest of its 
own citizens, in order to prevent the 
entrance into its territory from 
abroad of contagious or infectious 
disease prejudicial to human, animal 
or plant life. 

But it is equally clear that quar- 
antine or sanitary regulations should 
neither be used as disguised tariff 
measures nor should they be over ap- 
plied except in accordance with strict 
justice. 

About a year ago, the Argentine 
government and the government of 
the United States negotiated a sani- 
tary convention which had for its 
purpose the removal of an inequit- 
able situation which had arisen as 
a result of the all-embracing char- 
acter of legislation adopted by the 
congress of the United States. 

The ratification of this convention 
would make it possible for Patagonia, 
a sheep-raising area, where the hoof- 
and-mouth disease has not existed, 
and which territory is separated by 
natural barriers from the cattle rais- 
ing region of the republic, to be re- 
lieved from the sanitary embargoes 
now placed upon it. 

This convention, which I had the 
honor of submitting to the senate 
of the United States last year af- 
fects in no wise existing tariff rates. 
It is intended solely to remove an 
obvious inequity resulting from an 
unnecessarily wide application of a 
sanitary embargo. 


The ratification of this convention 
by the senate of the United States 
would eliminate an injustice without 
detriment, or prejudice of any kind, 
to the legitimate interests of the cat- 
tle industry of the United States, 
and without relaxing in the least full 
sanitary protection of our own live- 
stock. 


I intend to present these facts 
clearly to the attention of the mem- 
bers of the senate of the United 
States, with the hope that our sen- 
ate may give its consent to the rati- 
fication of the simple instrument of 
justice. 

May I further say that I trust 
that conversations may soon un- 
dertaken between us in order to as- 
certain the basis which exist for the 
negotiation of a trade agreement be- 
tween our two countries which may 
prove to be mutually profitable be- 
tween the people of the United States 
and the people of the Argentine. 

So I may take this opportunity, I 
wish there were more, of thanking 
you and the good people of the Ar- 
gentine for the very wonderful recep- 
tion that you have given to my son 
and the members of our party for 
all that you have done for us, and as 
I said last night, I am counting on 
a visit from you, Mr. President and 
Senora De Justo in Washington just 
as soon as you Can.

BLOODIEST AIR RAID 
UNLEASHED ON MADRID 
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and children—four women. and two 
children were thrown in one pile,” 
he said. 

“Another woman's mangled body 
was hanging over a tottering bannister 
where the force of the explosion had 
thrown her.” 

Madrid’s main thoroughfare, Gran 
Via, was thick with pedestriane when 
the raiding air fleet dropped its first 
bomb high over the city. 

Quickly the streets cleared, with 
everybody above ground diving pell- 
mell for shelter in basements and sub- 


ways. : 

Hotels and American-owned tele- 
phone building were jammed with ref- 
ugees. : 

Hospitals in Madrid charged sev- 
eral patients brought in after the 
bombardment and shelling were “gas 
cases’—the first of the siege. Doc- 
tors did not say what type of gas they 
thought had been used. 

One bomb exploded on the Com- 
dfunist party headquarters in Elo 
Gonzalez street; another laid waste 
one side of-the Calle Jordan, in Cua- 
tro Caminos, where two members of 
the British: M. P.’s narrowly escaped 
with their lives. 

They said they had been told by 
leaders of Madrid defenses that their 
own presence in the city had caused 
the Fascists to halt their bombard- 
ments, but that apparently the attack- 
ers believed a Seville radio report 
which said the Englishmen had left. 
« The gas charges were made to them 
by the Madrid defenders, who asserted 
one person had been killed by the 
fumes, and four others were still suf- 
fering in a hospital from white gases. 

The British M.-P.’s visiting Madrid 
hospitals were told that “all gas cases 
had been evacuated to hospitals out- 
side the city.” 

They protested directly to General 
Francisco Franco, commander of the 
Fascist forces, against the ‘outrage’ 
of bombing the civilian population. 
Their telegram was sent to the In-| 
surgent chief through diplomatic chan- | 
nels. 

Five Fascist shells fell in the area 
between the Place de Colon and Lista 
street, a district which hitherto bad 
been considered comparatively safe. 

Two shells crashed into a house di- 
rectly opposite the British embassy 
on Fernando el Santo street, filling 
the embassy gardens with bricks, 
splintered wood and clouds of dust. 
Another shell fell in Castellana street, 
a fourth on Lista street and the fifth 
on the corner of Lista and Serrano 
streets. 

Three houses were demolished in 
Ferraz street and three others were 
crushed in Valle Hermosa street. Other 
bombs shook the neighborhood around 
the Montana barracks. 

In the first raid, of 20 huge bomb- 
ers, projectiles were dropped so near 
the American embassy, just north of 
Madrid’s main business sector, that! 
windows in the building rattled. 


Little Meat In City. 


The raids came while Pablo Yague, 
commissar of food supplies, was tell- 
ing the British M. P.’s that food short- 
ages threatened the 1,300,000 inhabi- 
tante of the besieged capital. 

“Large scale importation of food 
from: abroad has become a necessity,” 
he said. “The shortage of beans, po- 
tatoes and other foods for cooking has 
become acute.” 

There was little meat, he said, and 
that which was available was sent to 
the troops fighting on the fronts. 

The government entrenchments near 
the Princessa bridge suffered the 
brunt of the second raid when nine 
bombers consecrated their fire on that 
sector. 

On the Guadarrama front Insur- 
gents stormed San Augustin Hill near 
Escorial im an attempt to cut off 
Madrid from its forces in that area. 

In ferocious fighting throughout the 
afternoon, the Fascists attacked Po- 
zuelo Lasrozas, their artillery and 
trench mortar fire shaking the center 
of Madrid. 

Government plapes, whose pilots ap- 
parently could not sight the high-fly- 
ing raiders, had to rely on bursts of 
anti-aircraft shrapnel in the sky to 
locate their enemies. 


Another Red in Cabinet. 


Again haze clouded most of the 
ships. 

‘The Madrid defense junta was shak- 
en up just before the raids, witb the 
Communist, Mije, replaced as war com- 
missar by the Proletarian youth rep- 
resentative, Enrique Garcia’. Colone! 
Jose Miaja, however, retained his post 
as head of the defense junta. 

A Scottish ambulance driver return- 
ing to Madrid with a load of wounded 
from the front said although the gov- 
ernment casualties were heavy, their 
forces were still holding lines in the 
Casa De Campo along the bank of the 
Manzanares river. 

Gustav Regler, German political 
commissar of the Second International 
brigade of anti-Fascists, said the In- 
surgents deliberately were sniping at 
Red Cross men and that it had become 
necessary to send tanks to protect 
stretcher bearers. 

Evacuation of non-combatants con- 
tinued, although the Scottish ambu- 
lance chief, Dr. Duncan Newbigzin, 
said his men had not been able en- 
tirely to take out refugees from sub- 
way stations. 

The doctor said the condition of 
the subway refugees was such that 
he found one family of six with only 
one straw mattress to sleep on— 
three during the day and three dur- 
ing the night—in the Atocha station.

Great Potentialities of Viticulture 
Open New Avenue to Farm Wealth 


Horticulturists Develop Bunch Muscadine for Wine-Mak- 
ing Purposes; Georgia Law Cited as One of the “Finest 
Ever Written’; Opportunities Pointed Out. 


By RALPH T. JONES. | 

There is a great, practically un- 
tapped source of agricultural wealth 
in the United States, particularly in 
those states of the Atlantic coastal 
region, That source of income is viti- 
culture, the raising of grapes and 
other fruit to be made into natural 
wine, and the fermentaticn of thar 
wine after the grapes are harvested. 

Georgia. with a wine law on her 
statutes which has been described hy 
authorities as the “finest wine law 
ever written,” is in perfect position 
to take advantazje of that oppoctuni- 
ty, provided her law is properly en- 
forced. Difficulties in the way of that 
enforcement and theories as to how 
it can be made effective, together 
with opinion. on the law itself, will 
be discussed in later articles of this 
series. 

Suffice it to say here thare are two 
schools of thought as to the most 
effective methods ot enforcement, and 
there is much to be said on either 
side. The one believes the federal au- 
thorities should enforce the law by 
stopping the importation of wines 
made outside of the state, over the 
state line, while the other school be- 
lieves it is the duty of our own offi- 
cers, tua city police and cuunty offi- 
cers, to stop unl seize at! imported 
wines and liquors. 

On one thing however, both sides 
are agreed. That is the growth of 
grapes for wine making in Georgia 
provides an opening to agricultural in- 
cependence and wealth unrivaled in 
recent history. 

Paul Garrett and M. H. Robinson, 
both long experienced vintners and 
connected with two large wineries, 
either operating now or in course of 
erection in Atlanta, are agreed rhat 
the man whe toda~ will plant 25 to 
50 acres in gra;e vines will have a 
crop, within five years’ time, that 
will yield from $3,000 to $5,000 per 
annum if sold t’ a winery. and from 
$10,00G t> $20,000 per annum ‘if the 
establishes his own winery 
and learns to make good wine for sale 
himself. In the words of Mr. Garrett, 
such a srapegrower and _ vintner, 
making his own wines from his own 
grown grapes, would have “pleasant, 


the entire 12 months of the year.” 
New Muscadine. 

It is interesting, at this point, to 
note recent development of a new va- 
riety of muscadine grape by the Geor- 
gia Experiment Station. Muscadines 
long have been known as one of the 
finest grapes grown for wine-making 
purposes, their only objection in the 
past being that they grow as individual 
fruit on the vine, making their gath- 
ering more difficu:t than the harvest- 
ing of bunch grapes. 

The recently developed variety, how- 
ever, overcomes this difficulty. For 
what they have created is a muscadine 
grape that grows in bunches. 

First white comers to America’s 
shores immediately recognized the 
great value inherent in this rich land, 
blessed with climatie and soil condi- 
tions ideally adapted to the industry. 
Lief Ericson, that bold Norseman 
who preceded Columbus by centuries, 
landing on the coast of New England, 
saw wild grapes growing in profusion 
and he called the new continent 
“Vineland.” 


Grapes in Florida. 


When Ponce de Leon sought the 
fountain of youth in the fastnesses of 
unexplored Florida, he, too, found a 
profusion of wild grapes. 

When Sir Walter Raleigh sent ex- 
pedition after expedition, seeking to 
lay the foundation of the new king- 
dom he dreamed of upon these shores, 
his bold adventurers invariably stress- 
ed, in their reports, the wonderful 
possibilities of the new land as a 
wine-making source. 

England, in the days of the colo- 
nies, was importing nearly all he wines 
from France and other European 
countries with which she was frequent- 
ly at war, thus blocking the channels 
of commerce. And every governor 
sent out to the colonies on this side 
of the ocean was charged with the 
responsibility of raising and making 
sufficient wine to meeet the needs of 
the old countries. 

But wine was known in America 
een before the white man came. Cap- 
tain James Smith, in the records of 
his relations with the Indians while 
establishing the first permanent col- 
only in America, on Hampton Roads, 
tells how the aborigines used wine 
made of native grapes in entertaining 
their guests. 


Cause Behind Failure. 


With such a start, and such inter- 
est, it seems strange today that the 
art of the. vintner has made such 
slow headway in America. Like all 
results, there is a cause behind this 
failure. 

Misapprehengion as to the difficulty 
of making wine is the basic reason 
for the failure of those old colonial 
governors to succeed in the task of 
viticulture placed upon them by their 
backers in the old country. 

In those days they thought, mistak- 
enly, that some almost supernatural 
skill was necessary to the production 
of good wine. As a matter of fact, 
almost any intelligent man, with care 
and cleanliness, can learn to make the 
finest of wines in his own home. 

But the colonial governors did not 
know this. Probably the ancient wine- 


so the vinticulture industry almost 
died aborning, in America. 

Birth of An Industry. 
Two American pioneers, however, 


one named Longworth and one Sidney 
Weller, believed good wine could 
made from American grapes, and it is 
chiefly due to their work and de- 
termination that the art of the vint- 
ner has existed here through the cen- 
turies. 


Longworth demonstrated at Cin- 
cinnati that the finest of wines could 
be made from the Catawba grape. 
This fruit, native to North Caro- 
lina, was planted, as a result of Long- 
worth’s insistence, by his neighbors 
and friends in such quantities that 
this section of the Ohio river came! 
to be known as the Khine of! 
America. 


Weller was a_ schoolteacher from 
New York state who moved to North 
Carolina for his health. More interest- 
ed in horticulture than pedagogy, be 
abandoned his teaching and‘ devoted 
his entire time to development. of 
that other Carolina grape, the scupper- 
nong. Even he, however, overlooked | 
the wonderful possibilities in the mus- | 
cadines. 


Sold to Garretts. | 
Longworth prospered financially, | 
but Weller had a harder time. But | 
be made a comfortable living, even- | 
tually, and finally sold his business | 
to the Garrett brothers, the family | 
which has continued in the industry | 
for 100 years, despite all the vicis- |

The other, known as fortified wine, 
is made by distilling the poorer quali- 
ties of grapes and putting the distilled 
product in partially fermented juice. 
of better grapes, thus arresting. the| 
fermentation and giving a heavy al-| 
coholic content. Fortified wines, it} 
is stated, are not suitable for table’ 
use. Of a present world production 
of 5,000,000,000 gallons, annual- | 
ly, it is estimated that fully 90 per: 
cent is light table wine used as food. | 

As wine is divided in these two} 
classes, so are the native American 
grapes.

While, if the grape- 
grower is also a vintner, that is, a 
wine maker, he has pleasant, interest- 
ing and artistic occupation for the 
entire 12 mont"’s and his gross income 
can easily be from $10,000 to $20,000 
per annum, and practically all with- 
in the reasonable labor cost of the 
average family of five persons, with 
occasionally the aid of hired help.”

OWNERSHIP OF FARMS 
SHOWS GAIN IN STATE 


Census Survey Reports 25,- 
296,522 Acres in Cultiva- 
tion in 1935. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—(4)—The 
Census Bureau said today a 1935 sur- 
vey showed there are 250,544 farms 
in Georgia containing 25,206,522 acres 
valued at $420,755,216. 

Farm operators were classified as 
follows: 

Full owners, 75,857; part ownérs, 
9,340: managers, 1,016; croppers, 80,- 
425, and other tenants, 83,906. : 

This compares with the report for 
1930 when only 70.596 operators own- 
ed their farms; 9,206 were part own- 
ers; 1,406 were managers; 100,854 
were share croppers and 73.536 were 
“other tenants,” -meaning farmers 
renting their lands under other agree- 
ments than sharing of crops. 

Of the total acreage, 9,601,759, by 
far the largest division, was operated 
by owners, an increase from the 8,- 
669.731 acres of 1930. 

Dollar values of livestock showed a 
sharp decline from 1930 to 1933, fall- 
ing to the 1910 level. in’ most in- 
stances. Cattle, on which so much 
emphasis has been placed in recent 
months, dropped in value to $13,773,- 
878 from $24,240,347 in 1930. The 
1910 valuation was $13,300,590 for 
926,430 animals. There were 1,100,- 
138 cattle in 1935.

IN SOUTHERN BUILDING 


Savannah and_ Brunswick 
Paper Factories Plan 
Huge Additions. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 2.—(4)—A new 
surge of industrial expansion during 
November set all-time records for cun- 
struction and engiveering awards in 
16 svuthern states. . 

The Manufacturers’ Record report- 
ed today that awarde for the mouth 
totaled $38,644,000 and for the 1l 
months of the year, $859,423,000— 
the largest total in the south’s his- 
tory for these periods. Of the munthly 
total, industrial awards amounted to 
$44, 415,000, approximately half. 

“Stel interests, puwer companies, 
paper manufacutrers, rayon producers, 
oil refiners and u widely diversified 
list of other industries cuntributed 
to the November figure,’ the indus- 
trial journal related. 

Outstanding among the products was 
the $35,000,000 expansion of the Beth- 
Jehem Steel Corporation, mostly at its 
Sparrows Point plant, near Baltimore. 

In this connection, the publication 
mentioned a $30,000,000 program an- 
nounced in October by the United 
States Steel Corpuration for its sub- 
sidiary, the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad Company, in the Birming- 
ham area, and an expected $2,000,000 
expansion at Gadsden by the Gulf 
States Steel Company. 

Other large industrial contracts in- 
cluded one for the first unit of a 
$7,000,000 plant the Brunswick Pulp 
and Paper Company is building at 
Brunswick, Ga., and a $5,000,000 
Plant of the Kieckhefer Container 
Corporation, of Belair, N. J., on the 
Roanoke river, near Plymouth, N. C. 

“These awards,” the journal said, 
“were the latest in the paper-making 
development of the south where more 
than $50,000,000 is being inevsted in 
new mills. Union Bag and Paper 
Company ia building a $4,500,000 ad- 
dition to double the capacity of the 
plant just completed at Savannah, Ga., 
and the Champion Paper Company is 
considering a $3,000,000 addition to a 
similarly sized plant now being com- 
pleted at Houston, Texas. Crossett 
Lumber Company is pushing construc- 
tion of a $4,000,000 plant at Crossett, 
Ark., and the Southern Kraft Corpo- 
ration is just geting work underway 
on an $8.000,000 plant at Georgetown, 
S. C. The Chesapeake Corporation, 
of West Point, Va.. is considering a 
$2.500,000 plant at Franklin, Va., for 
utilizing waste products of a large 
lumber manufacturing plant to pro- 
duce pulp and. kraft paper.” 

The Manufacturers’ Record aaid 
that while the power industry is 
facing keen competition on _ federal 
projects,” it had etarted forward on 
important additions. Among projects 
listed as just beginning or contracted 
for were: 

The Arkansas Power and TI.ight 
Company, of Pine Bluff, Ark., $4.000,- 
000 dam on the QOuachita river. 

Duke Power Company.: $3.000.000 
addition to its Riverbend steam-elec- 
tric generating station on the Catawba 
river near Charlotte, N. 

The Tiouisville Gas & Electric Com- 
pany. $1.800,000 addition to its Canal 
street station. 

Rayon projects started or contem- 
plated include: 

Du Pont Rayon Company, addition 
to its plant at Ampthill, near Rich- 
mond, Va.; the Viscose Company of 
Virginia, a Jarge plant near Front 
Royal, and William J. Carter and 
associates, a $750,000 silk and rayon 
goods plant at Grenshoro, N. 

Among other developments described 
were: Witeo Carbon Company, §1,- 
250.000 carbon black plant near Dnu- 
mas, Texas; Shamrock Oil and Gas 
Corporation. $450.000 butane plant 
and a $500,000 oil refinery in the 
Texas Panhandle, and Phillips Petrol- 
eum... preparing to build a $700,000 
carbon black plant. 


BORAH WILL OPPOSE 
MORE WAR DEBT GUIS 


Idaho Senator Hints Eng- 
lish Settlement Might 
Be Adjusted.

Dec. 2:— 


WASHINGTON, 
Feelers from abroad, 
curtailment of the war debts, ran into 
powerful opposition on capitol hill 
today when Senator Borah, Repub- 
lican, Idaho, snapped: 

“We have been generous enough.” 

Back in his office, Borah, the senior 

Republican on the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee and long.a power in 
international affairs, lost no time com- 
menting on the French suggestion for 
repoening debt discussions and reports 
that a one-eighth settlement would be 
proposed. 
- He forecast that new concessions bya 
the United States would “encourage 
rearmament and war’ and called upon 
European nations to “live up to their 
original agreements.” 

Borah, who returned today after one 
_of his hardest fought re- -election cam- 
paigns, praised President Roosevelt's 
Ruenos Aires peace plea, urged 
strengthening the neutrality law, and 
announced he would push in congress 
enactment of a federal charter sys- 
tem for corporations. 

He talked with newsmen with un- 
accustomed freedom, even quipping 
about King Edward's romance with 
Mrs. Wallis Simpson. Asked about 
the royal friendship, Borah replied 
jocularly : 

“I'm naturally opposed to entangling 
alliances.” 

Poltics was the only question the 
Idaho senator refused to touch. In re- 
ply to queries about the leadership of 
the Republican party, he said with 
a broad grin: 

“There isn't anything I can say, 
without saying something I ought not 
to say.” 

In commenting on French proposals 
for a new debt settlement, Borah de- 
clared ‘“‘we settled that debt once, 
and settled for about 50 cents on the 
dollar.” 

“These obligations were adjusted 
after full hearings,’ he said, taking 
of the debts generally. “The debtor 
nations agreed to the settlement and 
were satisfied. It seems to me they 
ourcht to live up to their agreement.”

IOHN RINGLING DIES 
AT NEW YORK HOME 


Bronchial Pneumonia Fatal 
to 70-Year-Old Czar of 
‘Biggest Show.’ 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—()—John 
Ringling, last of the famous brothers 
who built up a rolling empire under 
canvas, died at his Park avenue home 
today of bronchial pneumonia. 

The 70-year-old circus czar, master 
of what was billed from coast to 
coast as “The Greatest Show on 
Farth,” had been ill only a few days, 
although the driving energy that car- 
ried him to an eminent place in the 
amusement world had been ebbing 
fast in recent years. 

When he died, in the early morn- 
ing hours. he was surrounded by a 
few relatives, friends and servants, 
with whom he talked, in his low- 
voiced, laconic way, almost to the end. 

Born a poor boy, he died in the 
midst of lavish art treasures which 
had become - his hobby in later years. 

Funeral services will be held Fri- 
day morning at a Broadway under- 
taking establishment. The body will 
| be interred temporarily at Englewood, 
IN. J., and taken to Sarasota, Fla., 
fer burial later. 

Planned To Visit South. 

Only a few weeks ago a rumor got 
abroad that the-short, stocky circus 
master, was dead. He assured anx- 
ious visitors that he was “very much 
alive and kicking” and said he planned 
to go to his winter home at Sara- 
sota within the month. 

John Ringling was born at McGreg- 
or, Iowa, the sixth of seven sons of 
n harnessmaker who came to this 
country from Germany. 

The germ of the Ringling Brothers’ 
circus was planted in their father’s 
backyard, which became the scene of 
hoyish shows performed for pins and 
marbles, 

As they grew older they organized 
the “Ringling Brothers’ Moral, EF le- 
vating, Instructive and Fascinating 
i\Concert and Variety Performances,” 
‘touring the countryside as: musicians. 
By 1884 they had saved enough to

SHADED SUITS. 

The minimum biddable suits, weak 
though they are, may yet be shaded 
somewhat in certain instances. There 
are cases in which a four-card minor 
suit as weak as Q x x x may be bid 
and other cases in which a major 
suit such as Q 10 x x is considered 
biddable. Such weak suits must not 
be bid, however, except in the follow- 
ing circumstances: 

1. When the player has previously 
bid another, lower ranking suit, 80 
that his partner can clearly infer that 
the second suit contains only four 
cards. Partner is not expected’ to 
raise a four-card suit knowingly 
without four trumps. 

2. When the shaded suit is a minor, 
causing little fear that partner will 
raise to game. Since 11 tricks are re- 
quired for a minor suit game, partner 
first will try to find a suitable major 
suit or no trump contract. 

3. When, at times, the bidding sit- 
uation calls for a bid and no gen- 
uine biddable suit is available. Here 
it is largely a matter of choosing be- 
tween two evils, the lesser evil being 
to bid a shaded suit. 

When a Suit Need Not Be Biddable. 

The requirements given for biddable 
suits apply to cases in which the play- 
er bids a suit of his own free will. 
When a player is responding to his 
partners take-out double (to be dis- 
cussed later) he often must bid a suit 
which is not biddable.

Power machines now do much of 
the work. One machine, the “cater- 


pillar loader,” can load coal cars much 
more quickly than men could. Mules 
and ponies haul coal in many mines, 
though they are not so common as in 
years gone by. In a large, modern 
mine most of the hauling is done by 
cable-cars, or cars driven by motors. 
A price is paid for mining coal 
which we cannot measure in dollars. 
I am thinking of the loss of human 
life. For mining a million tons of 
coal, we may expect an average of 
five or six deaths. Close to 3,000 
miners lose their lives each year in 
coal mines of the United States. 
There is a mine gas more deadly 
than fire-damp, and it has the com- 
mon name of “after- damp.”

Another dangerous gas is known ag.-; 
“black-damp” or “chokedamp.” It. 
often follows a coal-dust explosion, * 
Black-damp will not explode, but it<¢ 
is heavy and settles toward the mine- 
floor. That makes the air rise, and« 
a miner may die because he does not 
have enough oxygen to breathe. 

Coal-dust explosions are likely to 
be worse than those caused by fire- 
damp. 
coal dust must be the canse of some 
explosions. The owners would not be- 
lieve this, but tests finally proved it 
to be true. 

One test was made in 1890 by men 
appointed by the British governmentK 
They used a shaft of a worked-out 
mine, the shaft being seven feet wide 
and 150 feet deep. The air in the 
shaft was’ found to have no trace of 
fire-damp. A cannon was lowered to 
the bottom, and -a large amount of 
fine coal dust was dropped into the 
shaft. Then the cannon was fired, 
with the help of a long electric wire. 
An instant after the report of the can- 
non, there came a coal-dust explosion 
of creat force.

“Only a cheese box!” 

That’s what sailors of the Ameri- 
can Confederacy said on the morning 
of March 9, 1862, when a queer-look- 
ing fighting Union craft put in at 
Fortress Monroe after a rough sea 
voyage from New York. The “cheese 
box” was to save the Union of Fed- 
eral States. 

And well might the “Johnny Rebs” 
laugh! Hadn't their iron-clad Merri- 
mac raised havoc all during the day 
of March 8 with the prize ships of 
the north. First the Cumberland had 
been sunk, then the Congress and 
finally the rest of the Blue fleet were 
rushed to cover to save them. 

How could this crazy ‘‘cheese box”’ 
cope with so powerful an adversary 
as the Merrimac? Just a single round 
tower exposed above the water line, 


and set upon a raft—like a bump on 
a log! : 

Early on the morning of the fateful 
ninth of March the “cheese box” sal- 
lies forth to battle. Out comes the 
Merrimac without a dent to show for 
her previous day’s devastating work.
